With these objectives who could 
conscientiously disagree? 
It seems 
to me, however, that a very essential 
article has been omitted. Therefore, 
I propose, as number 20: 
For every child adequate training 
and education in regard for the 
rights of others. 
In the many volumes of reports 
by this epoch-making White House 
Conference on Child Care and Pro­ 
tection, I can find nowhere an em­ 
phasis, or even an acknowledgment, 
of the rights of the child to the 
early acquisition of adequate re­ 
straints. On the contrary, there are 
numerous suggestions or deliberate 
warnings against practically all in­ 
hibitions of the child.
